REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


Two score years have passed since a little group of seven pastors 
and three laymen representing six congregations met in one of the 
former churches which later merged into this Church of the Reforma- 
tion and organized “The Benjamin Synod of the General Council”. 
It was the little Synod with the big name, “The English Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of the Northwest of the General Council of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in North America”. The program of 
this present convention has place for considerable attention to those 
early days and to the history that has been made since that time. We 

shall dwell no more upon it in this report. 


Memorial Church 


4 This is the third anes of the Synod at which the people of 

Reformation Church have been the hosts. The first was in 1891 
when Memorial Church, then located at West 6th St., between Frank- 
lin and Exchange Streets, St. Paul, entertained the organizers of the 
Synod. We have the pastor of that congregation with us now in the 
person of the Rev. A. J. D. Haupt, D.D., still active and enthusiastic in 
the work of the Synod. At that time the congregation numbered 135. 
It gave for benevolence $278, and its income for local purposes was 
$1,440. Again in 1901 Memorial was host to the Synodical Convention. 


Dr. Haupt was still the pastor. At that time the number of members 


was 315, the local expenses were $2,705, and the benevolence $333.00. 
Those are the only two conventions of the Synod ever held in St. Paul. 
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Holy Trinity 
We are e also at this time to meet for the last two days 
of our convention at a sister congregation which was also one of the 
original members of the Synod. Holy Trinity Church at Dearborn 
and Bidwell Streets is sharing with Reformation the burden of caring 
for the convention. At the time of the organization of the Synod, 
the pastor of Holy Trinity was the Rev. W. L. Smith. At that time 
the congregation consisted of 57 members. Its local income for the 
year was $447, and its benevolence contributions were $10.00. It is 
one of the evidences of the Lord’s blessing upon our Synod to note 
the great increase in the strength of both of these congregations. 
The pastors who have served to bring them, under God, to their pres- 
ent strength are as follows: 


Former Pastors 


Pastor Haupt served Memorial Church from the date of its or- 
ganization in 1883 until 1908. He was succeeded in 1909 by the 
Rev. Wm. F. Bacher, who served until the merger with St. James into 
the Church of the Reformation. Meantime St. James, another congre- 
gation in St. Paul was organized in 1895. It was located at Marshall 
Ave., and Grotto Street. Its first pastor was the Rev. F. E. Jensen 
who served until 1900. He was succeeded in 1903 by the Rev. Frank 
S. Beistel, who in turn was succeeded in 1907 by the Rev. Geo. H. 
-. Sechnur who remained pastor until the merger in 1911 and continued 
as the first pastor of the Church of the Reformation until 1915. 
Then followed a long pastorate by the Rev. L. Franklin Gruber, D. D., 
which was terminated only as recently as 1927 when the present 
pastor the Rev. E. J. Wackernagel took charge. | | 
Holy Trinity was served by the Rev. W. L. Smith until his death 
in May 1894. He was succeeded by the Rev. W. H. Zuber until 1899, 
and in turn by the Rev. C. L. Warstler until 1907. The Rev. O. S. 
Yerger served for two years and was succeeded in 1909 by the Rev. 
J. F. Beates who was pastor until 1917. It was during the pastorate 
of the Rev. D. E. Bosserman who succeeded him that the present 
beautiful structure was built in two stages. The basement was com- 
pleted and served as the house of worship for 8 years. The super- 
structure was finished in 1924. Pastor Bosserman resigned in 1929 


and was succeeded by the present pastor of Holy Trinity, the Rev. 


Geo. C. Koehler, who has cooperated whole-heartedly with the pastor 
of Reformation and the people of both congregations in preparation 
for this 40th 3 Convention of the Synod. 


Still With Us 


From this list of pastors only four, other teat the present 
pastors, remain with us as members of the Synod, i. e., Dr. Haupt, 
Dr. Bacher, Dr. Gruber and Rev. Bosserman. They represent a long 
succession of faithful workers who have been blessed servants of the 
Lord in their congregations and in the Synod. It is fitting that we 
give a special word of tribute to our patriarch the Rev. A. J. D. 
Haupt who was the actual founder of both Memorial and Holy Trin- 
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ity, sted eng dled highly instrumental in getting St. James started in 
1895. He is typical of the pioneer pastors who have led this Synod 
out of weakness into strength. We can do no less than to give much 
time to praise and thanksgiving through this convention for the man- 
ner in which the Lord of the Church has blessed us through such 
men as A. J. D. Haupt and his associates. 


: THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 
I .t was an early custom in the Synod to have the president re- 
port on the state of the “Churches”. At first this report itemizen tke 
congregations and went into detail about each of them. But when the 
Synod grew, such a report became impractical. All we can do now 
is to review the items from the congregations which will be an indi- 
cation of the state of the “Church”, referring to the Synod at large. 
In this report we shall try to be brief and refer only to those things 
which seem to indicate outstanding conditions which are either 
worthy of special commendation or of corrective attention. | 


Public Worship 


In 8 all of the congregations attendance 1 services is 
increasing. Only two report a decrease in this respect and only two 
report attendances the same as last year. Four congregations report 
the necessity of holding two forenoon services in order to accommo- 
date large crowds. The number of communion seasons remains from 
4 to 6 in most of the congregations, 3 report seven, 2, eight, 1 eleven, 
and 2, twelve communions through the year. | 
The membership of the Synod seems to attend on an average of 
two communions through the year. spiced one congregation reports 
an average of four. 

The percentage of men attending services e to the whole 
attendance averages about 40. One congregation reports only 10% 
of the attendance is men, 2 report twenty, 11 report fifty, 1, = 
and 2, 60%. 

, Thirteen pastors report having W points in addition to 
their regular pulpits. 


Organization 

2 form of organization the Synod is quite homogeneous. The 
preferred number of deacons seems to be six, although there are 9 
that have nine deacons, 1 ten, 1 eleven, 9 twelve, and 1 fifteen. 

The practice of distributing the work of administration and other 
congregational activities among men not on the conten n is 
growing perceptibly. 

In all but six congregations the pastor is the 1 wit in all 
but ten, he is president of the Church Council. A marked tendency 
is evident toward giving a larger measure of authority to laymen 
on the Church Council and leaving the pastor freer for nnn 


tasks. 
The Sunday schools, while they are all in a healthy nail pre. 
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perous condition, do not seem to have the attention that the impor- 
tance of their work demands. Only five get financial aid from the 
church beyond their own income. None has paid teachers or even a 
paid educational director whose time is devoted exclusively to the 
Sunday School. 

Nine congregations report branch Sunday schools at ain 
points. 

The daily vacation school movement is growing, 21 congregations 
report them, 12 of which conduct them for two weeks, one for three 
weeks, four for four, one for eight, and three for ten. Ten of these 
report an enrollment of 843. The average cost for the congregation is 
about $50.00, one costing $100.00. 

Twenty congregations report week-day religious schools ranging 
in the length of time per week from one to seven hours. Fifteen of 
these are sanctio by the Public School system and rated as part of 
its work. The cost of this activity ranges from $8.00 to $250.00. 

Again your president would emphasize the importance of more 
attention to the education of the young. This is the most important 
work of the church. Our Lutheran Church has always emphasized 
it and yet we need it now more than ever before if we would raise 
up people with religious intelligence sufficient to cope with the ad- 
vancement in educational methods along all other lines of knowledge. 


Church Societies 


All of the congregations report women’s societies of some kind. 
Most of them have at least one with a missionary aim either exclus- 
ively or in part. Only thirteen congregations report societies that are 
only for local “aid”. Thirty-four still report themselves more or less 
dependent upon the women’s organizations for financial needs of the 
church. 
| Thirty-six congregations report men’s “societies. Only five of 

these question their value as a spiritual force. Practically all of them 
are affiliated with county, state or U. L. C. A. federations. 
| Only seventeen congregations have no Luther League. Four of 
those have stated they are not a spiritugl asset and five question 
their value . 


Pastors’ Support 
There have been few changes in salaries paid Me the pastors 
during the year. Four pastors’ salaries have been increased for a 
total of $1100. One has been reduced $100, due possibly to an unwise 
cut by the Mission Board. Forty-nine W provide parson- 
ages in addition to the salaries paid. 
All the pastors but seven use automobiles. Only two of these 
are owned by the congregations. Four are gifts by the congregations 
to the pastors. Four of them are maintained by the congregations. 
Six congregations grant special allowances for their upkeep. . 
Twenty-six congregations pay for their pastors’ telephones and 
sixty-two furnish office supplies in whole or in part. : 
It should be remembered that W telephones and office 
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supplies are absolutely essential to a pastor’s efficiency in any present 
day congregation. In the determination of their salaries, the costs of 
these things should be borne in mind. They all more than repay for 
their cost in the added work that they permit the pastor to ac- 
complish. The old standards of salary are entirely insufficient to 
permit such modern conveniences at a pastor’s own expense. 


Finances 


Marked improvement is perceptible in the financial systems of 
the congregations. Only 11 report that less than 60% of the annual 
budget of the congregation is pledged. Four report that over 907% 
comes in through the envelopes. 

Only 18 report continued dependence upon suppers, sales, etc., 
for regular expenses. In percentage of amount raised that e 
these range from 10% to 20% for the most part, 1 getting 45% and 
one 50% by that method. | 

Few report more than 10% of pledges aint Most of them say 
from 2% to 5%. One, in a badly affected industrial city, reports 257. 
Practically all the congregations use quarterly or monthly statements 
to N but the use of personal interviews is growing. 


Property Improvements 
Property improvements reported total 853,084 in eek of which 
$44,748 is permanent net value increase. | 


Preservation of Records 


All but fifteen congregations preserve their records in a safe or 
vault either in the church or in some bank. There still is room for 
much improvement in the matter of burglary insurance, bonding of 
_ financial officers and permanent filing of records. : 


Parish Papers 


| Fifteen congregations publish parish papers. Sixty-two use the 

Synodical Bulletin in the weekly form. Ten print the reverse side, 
and four mail it out weekly as their own news sheet under second class 
rates. One Church Council expressed appreciation of the Bulletin 
on its report of the State of the Church. 


Suggestions 
The only suggestion on the reports that will not be cared for 
elsewhere in this convention is that a night of the convention be de- 
—_— hereafter to a Young People’s program. 


‘Summary 


Only two 5 or pastors this year failed to send in 
their reports on the State of the Church. A study of all these re- 
ports reveals far more than can be summarized in such brief compass. 
Individual congregations reveal needs for helpful guidance in im- 
proving their methods and ministries in various ways. They should 
have individual attention. Let many pastors and church councils do 
not welcome such attention. A letter from Dr. Knubel, President of 
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the United Lutheran Church in America, suggests that the presidents 
of the synods reestablish the custom of parish visitation, having 
meetings with the pastor first, then with the pastor and Church 
Council, then with the congregation without the pastor, and finally 
with the congregation and pastor together. Your President sees the 
value in such a procedure. A study of each congregation’s report on 
the State of the Church would offer an excellent basis of discussion. 
He will welcome invitations to visit any or all congregations for such 
a purpose, and will do his utmost to make such — worth while. 


OFFICIAL ACTS 


Your president would respectfully report the 3 activities 
since the last convention of the Synod: 

He has preached 58 sermons, made 26 addresses, attended 12 con- 
ventions of church groups, held classes at the Green Lake Bible School 
and Northwestern Seminary, has attended 11 meetings of committees, 
aside from his work as Home Mission superintendent, has met with 


25 church councils and 11 congregations in business session and by 


these activities has made contacts with 56 of the congregations of the 
Synod. With many of the congregations his contacts have been 
frequent, as necessity occasioned.

EXTERNAL RELATION SHIPS 


A review of the official acts within the Synod reveals that there 
have been fewer marked developments the past year than in former 
years. This may be an indication that the work of the Synod is 


- slowing up. There is no doubt that the rapid external growth that 


has characterized its second twenty years of history is not likely to 
be repeated in the near future. One reason alone is sufficient to 
account for this, i.e., that in its God-given task of promulgating “the 
Faith of the Fathers in the Language of the Children” in this vast 
Northwest section of the country, it is now being aided materially by 
its fellow Lutherans of distinct nationalistic stock who now have be- 


come quite as anglicized as were our forefathers when the Synod was 


organized. Swedes, Norwegians, Danes, Germans and others are now 
carrying on entirely English Lutheran work under the same organiza- 
tions, or developments of them, that in the previous generation used 


only the mother tongue. This situation cannot fail to affect the field 


and the rapidity of growth of the Synod of the Northwest. More 
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than that, it gives rise to serious problems of many sorts, primary 
of which is that of external relationships of this Synod. 
| Within the U. L. C. A. 

The Synod holds the grave responsibility of representing the 
United Lutheran Church in America upon this territory. In this she 
has a delightsome task. The history of our larger body gives us a 
heritage of which we may well be proud. She has come through many 
struggles of pioneer hardships, of diverse ideas of church polity, of 
language, of doctrinal controversy, of attitude toward American in- 
stitutions, and of misunderstandings with other Lutheran groups. 
She has reached a position in all of these respects that needs no 
apology, and attained a strength that gives her a mighty spiritual 
influence. The Synod of the Northwest, as a component part ef the 
United Lutheran Church in America should uphold the banner of her 
loyalty in no uncertain terms. 

At the same time, as a member synod of the v. L. C. A. ‘ihe has 
a responsibility in moulding the character of her larger bedi. She 
must bear constant testimony to her conception of true doctrine and 
practice, of course; and where she sees occasion for correction or im- 
provement in policy and administration, she must not hesitate to use 
her influence in that direction. So much for general principles. 

Within the past year the Executive Committee of the Synod has 
had occasion to deal with matters involving two sister synods of the 
U. L. C. A., both working on parts of our territory. Both cases have 
dealt with home mission problems, and hence they have involved nego- | 
tiations with the Board of American Missions. The Synod has insisted 
upon its right to represent the purely English work of the U. L. C. A. 
upon its territory. Where there is a real spiritual necessity for bi- 

lingual work, it is willing to yield the right to the proper bi-lingual 
synod to carry it on. This it did in agreeing to the establishment of a 
new work by the Wartburg Synod in the Bay View District, Mil- 
waukee. Yet even in such matters it still insists on the wisdom of a 
forward looking policy. From that standpoint it has protested the 
establishment of a church in close proximity to our congregation in 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, by the Manitoba Synod. The Board of American 
Missions has cho to assist that new work in spite of our objections 
based on the principles of good churchmanship. It is hoped that no 
harm will be done the Kingdom by such lack of agreement, and that 
in the future agreement will be sought by any general agency of the 
Church that may make plans affecting this Synod’s rights. 


Outside the U. L. C. A. 


, 1 rélationshine with other than U. L. C. A. Lutheran bodies the 
_ Synod has had nothing but pleasant experiences within the past year. 
While it was feared by many who love the brethren of other general 
bodies that the formation of the American Lutheran Conference with- 
out the inclusion of the U. L. C. A. might cause a barrier to be raised 
against us, such fears have not materialized, and in general such 
individual and corporate relationships have been as cordial as ever. 
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The most outstanding evidence of this good feeling is found in the 
Home Missions Council for Minnesota and adjacent states, in which 


the representatives of our Synod are treated with as great cordiality 


and genuine brotherliness as those of any of the other bodies. Fur- 
thermore, in great mass meetings of Lutherans in such centres of 
non U. L. C. A. strength as Minneapolis, St. Paul and Fargo, there 
seems to be no hesitancy on the part of others to give places of 
prominence and great responsibility to members of the Synod of the 
Northwest. For this we thank the Lord of the Church, and pray that 
none of our people may do anything to mar such a cordial a 


CHURCH-WIDE MOVEMENTS 


Two movements are under way within the United Lutheran 
Church that merit our full support as a Synod. One is the effort to 
clean up the Ministerial Pensions Fund campaign. This task was 
undertaken with great enthusiasm. If it was based on sentiment, the 
same heart stirring conditions obtain today, and always will, to arouse 
the liberality of our people in relieving the distress of pastors’ widows 
and orphans, and of aged or incapacitated pastors. What though the 
system of collection now being undertaken is late, in the opinion of 
many? Every pastor and every church council should cooperate to 
have every pledge that was made in good faith paid, whether by 
individual or by congregation. 

Another movement worthy of every pastor’s support is the effort 
of the Publication House to celebrate the centennial of English 
Lutheran Journalism by increased numbers of subscribers to “The 
Lutheran”. Loyalty to the Church is a worthy sentiment. Knowledge 
of a personal, intimate type, is essential to such loyalty; and only such 
an agency as a newsy and inspirational church paper can give such 
knowledge of the Church in all its outreachings. “The Lutheran” is 
a paper which any churchman may well be proud to have and to read, 


both because of its mechanical and of its spiritual quality. Our Synod — 


will be strengthened by the ties it will strengthen with the U. L. C. A. 


A goal of five new subscriptions among every 100 members is a modest — 


one. This Synod would have a good start if the pastors who do not 
subscribe should all do so. Your president has a list of 18 active 
pastors of congregations, besides ten others on the roll, who do not 
take “The Lutheran”. Is it any wonder that getting benevolences for 
the operations of the Church at large is sometimes like pulling teeth 
without an anesthetic? 


CONCLUSION 


So much for the fortieth year of the Synod’s life. The number 40 
has a rather humiliating significance in Scripture. It measures the 
years of two periods of Moses’s training for leadership; and of the 
wandering of Israel in the Wilderness; the days of our Lord's temp- 
tation in the other wilderness, and of His sojourn on earth between 
His resurrection and His ascension into Heaven. May we not find 


great encouragement in that similitude? By His help there is in 


store for us a maturity of leadership, a promised land, a Baptism of 
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the Spirit, and a place at the right hand of God! May the Synod of 
the Northwest be found worthy of His Name in His Great J ms for 
her! |

REPORT OF THE INNER MISSION COMMITTEE 


Our Inner Mission work is functioning through the three con- 
ferences of Synod rather than through the Synod itself. Fargo, Mil- 
-waukee and the Twin Cities are the chief centers of activity. 

An intersynodical society for North Dakota is working effectively 
and has two representatives from the Northwest Synod on its board. 
Two full time pastors are engaged to look after the spiritual needs 
at state institutions as well as at the seven Lutheran institutions in 
or near Fargo. Our people are interested and contribute liberally of 
both means and service. 

The Milwaukee Inner Mission Society carries on a successful work 
at the Girls’ Hospice and at Bethany Home. Institutional work is 
done by pastors, laymen and young people. Immigrant follow-up 
work and the unemployed are looked after through committees from 
several of our congregations. The Family Altar has been stressed 
and one congregation has been e in having three hundred 
homes introduce it. 
| The Lutheran Welfare Society of the Twin Cities has just cele- 

brated its twenty-fifth anniversary and marked the event by making 
the past year the greatest of its history. All current obligations were 
met in full, making a total expenditure of ninety thousand dollars for 
the year. Effective institutional work is carried on through an able 
staff. Seminary students of several synods cooperate in hospital 
visitation. Pastors, choirs and young people conduct services. Street 
preaching is done regularly through the summer months. Other cities 
and several synods are increasing their interest and 28 The 
recent Welfare Week will raise its full quota.

The work of the synodical committee on Ministerial Pensions for 
the past year has been largely of a supplementary nature.

from headquarters at Philadelphia. 
From the correspondence between the chairman and the pastors 


or heads of the local committees it may be deduced that in some 


localities the deficits will be made up only under great difficulties, 
heavy local financial obligations being largely responsible. 


The amount pledged by the congregations or individuals of Synod 


is $113,393.75. Of this $73,794.45 had been paid up to December 15th, 
1930. Up to April 24, 1931 $814.70 more had been paid, reducing the 


deficit to $39,047.60. 
| This means that 34% 9 of the pledge had not been paid up to 


that date. (April 24th, 1931). 


It is reported that after May 10th, 1931, all pledges will be 


handled between headquarters and the individual subscriber. This will 

make the work of the Synodical or Local Committee unnecessary.

We are happy to report that Lake Park, Milwaukee, conducted its 
tenth year of the Weekday School of Religion and that Wauwatosa 
will this year enter upon its eighth year. Spencer, S. D., has for 


three years conducted a Daily Vacation Bible School with an en- 


rollment approximating 75. Pastor Kipps reports a very successful 
Weekly Bible School at Marshfield and many other churches are 
reaping the penne teats which such schools afford. | 


Every Member Canvass” 


We cannot fail to mention the Every Member Canvass in our 
Sunday Schools which has brought so many definite blessings to our 
work. Several more schools began this work last fall and have al- 
ready voluntarily given their testimony to the great value of the 
canvass. The Committee on Sunday Schools of the Seven Year Pro- 
gram Committee is eager to lend aid in the opening of a canvass in 
your school. We note that our Sunday Schools gave $927.91 more 
for the General Fund than last year. This is an increase of 18%. 
We would again urge all schools to use the duplex envelope. 

We rejoice in the fact that most of our schools make monthly 
remittances of benevolence.

It brought to mind a previous occasion when in 1918 there gathered 
in Trinity Church, New York, for the first Communion a trinity 
of bodies where they were made one. Our hearts rejoice that out of a 
merger has come an actual unity. The central place of Christ in 
the church was positively upheld by Dr. Knubel in his opening ser- 
mon as well as in all his addresses. In his Communion sermon, “Lu- 
theranism is Essentially Christianity”, Dr. Knubel said that the Lu- 
theran Church stands for that for which Christ Himself stood, and 
that it is positive and there is no wavering either in teaching or in 
administration. 

The block and gavel presented to Dr. Knubel by Dr. A. * Zinck 
made from the furniture of the Old Church of the Redeemer carried 
with it a distinct welcome. It was presented with the hope that the 
same spirit which moved Dr. Frick in his great Missionary zeal might 
characterize the United Lutheran Church henceforth. | 

The Treasurer, Mr. E. Clarence Miller, spirited the Convention 
when he stated that at the merger there was a $30,000 indebtedness 
and now for the first time we come not only clear of indebtedness 
but with a balance of $10,000. 

In an attempt to reach the apportionment a resolution was sub- 
mitted to the Convention to the effect, that the U. L. C., as a business 
and moral obligation, do all within its power to raise the apportion- 
ment. The legalistic tendency implied which destroys “free will” was 
clearly set forth. Our Synod is happy to learn that the spirit of 
“Scriptural Stewardship” is ene the “ee church. The reso- 
lution was lost. 

Under the report of the Committee on Faith and Order, Dr. 
Morehead said: “The greatest contribution Lutherans can make is 
unity in the Lutheran section of Christianity—to make effective 
whatsoever we have and believe. The mission of the World Conven- 
tion is to serve to the end of a consciousness of a cooperative re- 
sponsibility”. 

Dr. Melhorn, editor of the Lutheran said, “the circulation of the 
Lutheran is an index to the interest of the Congregation in the work 
of the U. L. C.” 

We call attention to the report of the Social and Welfare Com- 
mittee. The first part deals with marriage and divorce and is to be 
studied in connection with the report made at the Erie Convention. 
The second part deals with the church’s attitude toward the Peace 
Movement of today. The summary of the discussion is: that there 
must be a political means through which this attitude should be ex- 
pressed. The motive power to accomplish peace must be a “will to 
peace”, and this is the function of the Christian Church. 
| The committee on Adjudication reported on the matter of the 
authority to establish, locate or relocate Theological Seminaries. The 
report of the Committee in substance was, that the respective Synods | 
have such authority. Here again the position taken and maintained 
by the Synod of the Northwest prevailed and our Synod was 


vindicated. 
The Board of Foreign Missions presented a challenge to the 
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42 SYNOD OF THE NORTHWEST 
church to meet the opportunities which are before it today. Our 
Seminaries are full of young men eager to serve. Thousands in India 
are waiting for instruction and Baptism. Japan is officially encour- 
aging Missionary endeavor, which must be postponed because the 
United Lutheran Church in America cannot see the needs and has 
fallen short of its stewardship. A special delegation from the Church 

in Japan was sent to appeal for greater support that the work might 
_ go forward. The reply given was: “Your message has stirred our 
hearts and we pledge to stand by you and commend to our congre- 
gations the raising of the full apportionment so that your great op- 
portunities may be met. We also realize that a similar situation 


prevails throughout our mission fields”. Seventy cents out of every _ 


benevolent dollar is apportioned for this work. Shall we meet the 
challenge that He may receive His own with usury” or permit other 
movements to usurp the work done? Twenty-four returned Mis- 
sionaries representing practically every foreign field were presented 
to the Convention. The Japan Church presented its Constitution 
kor approval. | 

Our own Pastor Gable described the work at Rocky Boy and then 
introduced a Chief of the Rocky Boy Tribe who offered a prayer in 
his native tongue. 

Rev. Traver, Executive Secretary of the Luther League of Amer-

i The question of Theological Education was referred to the Exec- 
utive Committee in Conference with the Synodical Presidents for 
study and report at the next Convention. The Commission was dis- 
The Parish and Church School Board reported on the “Christian 
Life Course” which is to be ready for 1931-1932. The Board asks the 
Church, “To give it a fair trial, a fair criticism and then time to 
change and remodel it“. 

Our Treasurer, Mr. J. K. Jensen, was requested to 83 
briefly his study of the benevolent growth of the Synod which he 
has in chart form. Mr. Jensen was asked to show his charts in the 
display room daily and to be present to explain them and answer 
questions. At the request of Mr. E. Clarence Miller they were shown 
to the Synodical Treasurers in a group. These men evidenced keen 
interest. The work of our treasurer will doubtless be a great con- 
tribution to the church at large in the course of years. 

There were 532 delegates in attendance out of a possible 549 or 
more than 99% of those elected. More than 1100 delegates and vis- 
itors were registered. 

The delegates from our and 
tried to execute the responsibility as well as the honor conferred up- 
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on them. Each one will doubtless exercise a greater ministry be- 
cause of the inspiration received. The delegates realize how impos- 
sible it is to give a comprehensive report in such a brief space. They 
commend to the Pastors, delegates and active members of the church

dent, and desires to submit the following recommendations: 


1. Our President calls attention to the unusual signifiednoe 


ot this year’s convention, in that it celebrates the fortieth anniversary 


of the organization of Synod, and recalls to our minds the faithful 


labors of its founders. Let us then express our thankfulness to the 
Great Head of the Church for the abundant blessings He has so 
richly bestowed upon us; and also that He has spared the lives of 

some of the founders to rejoice with us at this anniversary. 
2. We recommend that the official acts of the President during 
the year be and his conscientious to be com- 
mended.

7. Whereas Dr. Knubel, President of the United Lutheran 
Church in America suggests to synodical presidents that they re- 
establish a custom of visiting parishes, and whereas our President 
has expressed willingness to cooperate with congregations in this

| REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION BOARD * 
The Home Mission Board of the Synod of the Northwest fune- 


tions as a committee of the whole of the Executive Committee of the 
Synod. At the present time it is in charge of 29 organized congre- 


gations of which 24 receive definite appropriations from the Board of 
American Missions, 12 from the Synod and 3 no appropriation at 
present. Of the 24, 10 are aided by both the Board and the Synod. At 
the present time there are 4 vacancies in mission parishes. Two of 
these have called pastors, one is supplied by a neighboring pastor, 


and one by a lay reader. 
In addition to these 29 organized mission parishes, the Board 


directs the operations of two field missionaries, both of whom are 


engaged in canvassing for new fields in which to establish Home Mis- 
sion congregations. The total budget approved by the Board of 
American Missions for these operations is $27,000, a sum of $1,000 
less than that granted in 1930. The 3 Board has approved 
appropriations in the sum of $6,184. Es 

The Missions report a total of 4,682 confirmed members on March 
31, 1931, an increase of 452 over the number a year previous. In the 
meantime one congregation, Atonement, Beloit, has assumed self-sup- 
port, and another, Farmington, has united with First, Cannon Falls 
to form a self-supporting parish. Gabanded 
December 1, 1930. 

Two missions, Bay Milwaukee Woodale, 
formerly served by Field Missionaries, have called their own pastors 
and will now receive aid. Immanuel, Bailey’s Harbor, formerly an 
independent congregation, has applied for membership in the Synod 
and is on the list of new synodical missions.

Epiphany, Minneapolis. While a year ago the es of this 


mission was somewhat problematic, it has now reached a point where 


we may look upon it as secure. The congregation has developed in 
many respects under the conservative leadership of pastor A. P. Lee. 


During the year 1930 it was able to contribute only $90 toward his 
salary. It has undertaken a payment of $300 for 1931 and is meeting 


this obligation regularly. 


Woodale, Minneapolis. Under the 3 ot Field Missionary 


D. H. Shelhart, Woodale has attained the strength that enables it 


to call its own pastor. Student D. N. Jensen has accepted the call 
and will assume charge June ist. The congregation has purchased 
à lot on the corner of W. 40th street and Woodale avenue, and has 


paid for it. It plans to build within a year. 


St. Luke’s, Oxboro. This mission was cared for by Student D. N. 
Jensen from June 1, to December 1, 1930. During that time mem- 
bership in both church and Sunday school increased materially and 


affairs were put in businesslike shape. Student J. R. Sonnenberg | 


succeeded him and has recently been called to accept the pastorate. 
This involves the necessity of an appropriation of Home Mission aid, 
which will yet be much smaller than that required two years ago.

Immanuel, Bailey’s Harbor. This congregation has applied to 
the Synod for membership, and called the Rev. Paul A. Feustel who 
assumed charge August 17, 1930. Great development has taken place 
during his pastorate and the congregation is — oe a rebuilt 
church on June 21, 1931. | 


Hiles-Argonne Parish. After a summer of intensive work in this 
parish by Student J. R. Sonnenberg, the congregations united in their 
services, holding them at Hiles. They were eager to have services at 
least monthly from then on. This has been provided for them by the 
Rev. C. A. Kipps of Marshfield, Wis. Attendances at the services have 
been gratifying and Sunday School has been conducted weekly by lay 
people. This arrangement will doubtless continue indefinitely. 


Trinity, Williston. After an investigation of this field by Divis- 


ional Superintendent John F. Seibert of the Board of American Mis- 


sions in May 1930, the Synodical Board recommended that financial 
assistance to this congregation be discontinued. The Rev. H. W. 
Egler resigned effective Sept. 30, 1930 and services have been carried 
on since then by Mr. S. Th. Westdal. Field Missionary Shelhart has 
been authorized to make further investigation of the field with a view 
to determining the future course of the ae Board with refer- 
ence to this work. 


Other Places Investigated. Investigations of other fields for 
possible Home Mission work were made at Lewistown, Mont., by 
Student Geo. Moeller through the summer of 1930; at Sturgeon Bay, 


| Wis., by Field Missionary A. C. Baughman in Oct. 1930; and at 


Racine, Wis., by Committee No. 2. None of them was found to have 
greater opportunities than those that exist in the immediate vicinity 
of our larger cities. 


The Synod is fortunate in n two 3 Field Missionaries 


in the persons of Rev. A. C. Baughman and Rev. D. H. Shelhart. 
Both of these have developed congregations within the past year to 
the point where they could call their own pastors. Rev. Baughman is 
now developing a field in Milwaukee which gives promise of producing 
another strong congregation before many years. Field Missionary 


- Shelhart plans to investigate several fields in Minnesota before ee

Through it the 
President of the Minnesota Conference of the Augustana Synod and 
5 your Superintendent of Missions have jointly recommended to neigh- 
ae boring congregations of both synods in two different parts of Minnea- 
polis mergers into one strong church in each community, one to belong 
1 to each synod. Other such combinations are under consideration for 
„ * future consummation. The day of competitive effort between the 
. synods has given way to one of cooperation in Christian confidence. 
„ The greatest problem before the Home Mission Board at the 
5 present time is the urgent need of added financial assistance for Mis- 
A sions in certain industrial communities. This is evident from the fact. 
ie that 3 congregations have made no progress in reducing their indebt- 
a edness, while 10 others have increased it for a total of $6,249. Since 
2 13 of the missions have reduced their indebtedness $4,922, the net 
loss seems to be $1,327. Coupled with this great need is the slowing 
ce up of benevolent giving throughout the U. L. C. A., and the conse- 
B quent reduction of the allowances by the Board of American Mis- 
M sions for our work. The Home Mission task is too vital a factor in 


ie the correction of present day economic evils to be permitted to fail 

ee in this crisis. The synod and the church at large must come to the 

i ae support of these outposts of practical Christianity.

It is worthy of special: notice that the dies of Sunday Schools 
contributing to the General Fund continues to increase. Our schools 


increased their gifts to the General Fund more than 13% over last 
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year. They gave 10% of the total amount received. We 1 


urge the schools that are not yet taking a part in the support of the 
general work to consider the importance of giving the children an 
opportunity to share in this work of love. We confidently believe that 
the cultivation of benevolent giving in the children will be the means 
of developing in them a greater loyalty to both local and general 
work when they grow up. 

Your committee has been asked to give an answer to the following 


question: May a congregation take a part of the income from the 


red side of the duplex envelope and use it for some special benevolence 
which it sponsors? 

The general work of our Church, which includes all e 
missionary and charitable operations, is carried on through two agen- 
cies, the Synod and the United Lutheran Church. The work of the 


Synod is directed by the delegates to our synodical convention, where 


every congregation is represented by its pastor and its lay delegate. 
The work of the United Lutheran Church is directed by the delegates 


to the U. L. C. convention, where every ten congregations in our Synod’ 


are represented by one pastor and one lay delegate. It is evident that 


all synodical and U. L. C. work has the stamp of approval of every . 


congregation in the Synod. Each congregation through its delegates 
to the synodical and U. L. C. conventions has directed the general 
agencies of the Church to do a certain work and has assumed the obli- 
gation of supporting this work by sending to the treasurer of the 
Synod each month the total amount of benevolence received the pre- 
vious. month in the red side of the envelopes. 

At the time of the Every-member canvass each member makes 
a pledge for benevolence to be paid through the envelopes. It is the 
duty of the officers of the congregation to see to it that this money is 
transmitted into the Synod so that it may be used as directed by the 
delegates to the-synodical convention. If a congregation uses a part 
of its benevolence for some other purpose, whether local or general, 
it is not keeping its promise. to support the general work. 
In view of the foregoing it necessarily follows that if a con- 
gregation desires to support some special benevolence, the funds for 
such work must be raised in a special way. This may be done either 
by special gifts of its members or by including such work in the regu- 
lar congregational. budget — at the time of the annual Every- 
member-canvass. 


It is not possible to make’: a definite line of cleavage 8 the 


local and general work of a congregation. We have come to designate 


the money received in the red side for others“, and the money 
received in the black side for ourselves”. As a matter of fact the cur- 
rent expenses of a congregation, pastor’s salary, heat, light, etc., is not 
altogether spent on the members alone. Non-members come to the 
‘services and participate in what this money provides. It is therefore 
spent, at least in part, for others. To that extent it is no different 
| than benevolence spent for Home Missions. 


Recognizing we fact there are congregations in our a that 
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tor years have included in their annual budget for the support of the 
congregation a certain amount designated for some special benevo- 


lence in which the congregation is interested. 
In order to clarify this whole matter your committee recommends
